The failure to adhere to 
the resolution will make the Glass Manu- 
facturers' Convention to be held at Coney 
Island next month a rather lively one. 


Ow motion of Mr. Gladstone, the House of 
Commons took a recess for the Whitsuntide 
holidays until the 9th inst. The Conserva- 
tives took occasion of the motion to raise a 
discussion on the state of Ireland. Glad- 
stone said that the Irish Executive had 
agreed on vigorous measures tor suppressing 
disorder and resistance to law in that coun- 
try.

resignation of Conkling was prepared, it was

Cornell, the resignation, un- 
der the circumstances, was wise and politic, 
and there was no doubt of his triumphal re- 
turn, then his resignation was to be sent to

States Senate. Should no doubt arise 

or obstacle present itself, there would be no 

need of any communication by telegraph or 
otherwise between the Governor and Mr. 

Conkling, and, consequently, no evidence of 

collusion between them could subsequently 

be adduced. On the other hand, should there 
be any good reason why it would not be safe 
or politic to send in the resignations,—for 
every word here written applies also to the 
resignation of Mr. Platt,—Mr. Conkling was 

to be notified in time, and the resignations 

— as unwritten, and new plans or 

methods devised. 

THESE DOCUMENTS 

were intrusted to a special messenger, more 

or less (probably less) in the confidence of 

Mr. Conkling, who left Washington Satur- 

day evening with instructions to proceed di- 

rect to Albany. He arri ved here on Sunday 

morning, and it soon became whispered 
about that Mr. Conkling’s confidential mes- 
senger was in town, en route to the State 

Capital, and was the bearer of highly-im- 

portant dispatches. He was called upon 

and accepted the hospitality of certain of 

Mr. Conkling’s friends, and, later on in the 

day, of some of his political enemies, for 

they were “all jolly good fellows.”’ 
IN A WURD,

members, although they may be intended to 
benefit the widows, orphans, beirs, and devisees 
of deceased members thereof, and where no an- 
nual dues or premiums are required, aad where 
members shall recelve no money as profit, or 
otherwise,—are still life-insurance companies, 
and must omy with the laws of this State 
regula life-insurance companies before 
they can permitted to transact business in 

this State.

STAR ROUTES. 
THE LAW’S DELAY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. * 

WAsHINeTON, D. C., June 3.—It is probable 
there will be no trials in the star-route cases 
before fall, and it is possible that they will 
not be even presented to the Grand Jury un- 
til September. Meanwhile, the Government 
officers are earnestly at work preparing the 
suits. Every day some new points are dis- 
covered, and the evidence as to old points is 
strengthened. ‘To-day the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral received from the West certified and 
photographie copies of all the lettets and 
telegrams sent by ex-Senator Dorsey to his 
agent in the West when he was arrang- 
ing his star-route system, together with 
some of the origipals. These are the docu- 
ments upon which this agent recently 
brought the suit against Dorsey in Colorado, 
which was compromised. The officials think 
these documents do much to make 

THE CASE AGAINST DORSEY 

certain. It is also claimed that the Post- 
Office officials have obtained some of the 
notes given for the purchase of a weekly 
paper, the notes showing that the paper was 
purchased with money belonging to a star- 
route contractor. It remains to be seen, 
however, whether the fact that a star- 
route contractor chose to invest money 
in a newspaper enterprise is proof that 
the newspaper was implicated in star-route 
matters. There great uneasiness in every 
bureau of the Post-Office Department which 
has had any relations to any branch of the 
star-route service. The Postmaster-General 
and officials prosecuting the ease are said to 
believe that a good many of the clerks have 
held mrproper relations in the past with 
favored star-route contractors, and many 
elerks are under suspicion, but no-evidence 
has yet been discovered to warrant their re- 
moval.

cgvered that some of them have been permitted 
to exainine papers which it was to the detri- 
meut of the Government and to their own ad- 
vantage for them to see. The new Assistant 
Postmaster-General, Elmer, thinks that. this 
system is wrong, in that it offers too many facil- 
ities and inducements for corrupt connivance 
between ill-paid clerks and pewerful contraet- 
ors.

New York, June 3.—The long-pending 
negotiations for the purchase of the Panama 
Railroad by the De Lesseps Panama Canal 
Company were brought to a successful close 
to-day. The agreement, which will be 
signed to-morrow by the American Com- 
mittee and the officers of the railroad 
company, will have to receive the 
tormal ratification of jthe Canal Company, 
but there is believed to be little doubt that 
the contract made by the American Commit- 
tee will be approved. Aconference between 
the members of this Committee and Trenor 
W. Park, of the Panama Railroad 
Company, was held to-day at the 
the office of Drexel, Morgan & Co. 
The Chairman of the Committee, ex-Secretary 
Thompson, was present. The members of the 
American Committee were unwilling to make 
public the terms of the agreement, because 
they said the Committee had no absolute au- 
thority from the Company, to which the agree- 
ment would have to be submitted. 
IT 18 UNDERSTOOD, 
however, that, under the conditions of the 
agreement, the stock of the Panama Railroad 
Company is to be bought at 260, and the rajiroad 
company is to retain the cash assets now in the 
treasury, which, 1t is estimated, amount to an 
additional 45 per cent, so that the stock- 
holders will receive 295 per cent tor cheir stock.

OBITUARY.

MONTREAL, June 3.—Joseph McKay, one 
of the most successful merchants of the city, 
is dead, aged 71 years. He was a Scotchman 
by birth, but has been a resident of Montreal 
for forty-nine years. The McKay Institute 
for Deaf Mutes was one of te deceased gen- 
tleman’s gifts to God’s afflicted people. Few 
such institutions exist in the Dominion. He 
also gave to the Montreal Presbyterian Col- 
lege, and his munificence was not bounded 
by the Province of Quebec. Manitoba and 
the Northwest mission flelds have been 
recipients of his attention. He was 
genial and unobtrusive, and seemed to 
quietly enjoy doing charitable work, and 
no cause which be considered just ever appealed 
to him in vain. He was for many years a men- 
ber of the firm of MacKay Bros., and am 
a very large fortune before retiring from active 
life. He entertained the Governor-General and 
his lady some years ago, and lived in princely 
fashion, so far as bie social surroundings were 
concerned. His monuments are lasting em- 
biems of charity and gvod-will to men. And no 
patent of ity, the gift of human hand«, 
could have made him ter than be was—a 
man and a Christian.

PROCLAMATION. 

Dun, June 3.—The Viceroy has issued 
a proclamation and posted it in the vicinity 
of New Pallas, declaring any assembly of 
persons for the purpose of obstructing the 
execution of writs unlawful, and declaring 
that they will be dispersed by force. The 
flying column which left Dublin yesterday 
for New Pallas to assist in the execution of 
evictions started for Limerick Junction at 8 
this morning. The police, with fixed bayo- 
nets, led the way, followed by the Coldstream 
Guards and the Scots Guards, and the Ariny 
Hospital and Army Service Corps. The first 
bridge reached was found destroyed, but 
the infantry crossed on the parapet, and 
the mounted officers crossed by 
the ford. The people assembled 
in great numbers, groaning and shouting. 
When the house of the first tenant to be 
evicted was reached, their attitude became 
very threatening, whereupon two priests in- 
terposed and eutreated the people to abstain 
from violence. The priests’ interference had 
a marked effect. The Sheriff, guarded by 
police, ejected the first tenant amidst inde- 
scribable groans and curses.

NICARAGUA, 
GBEAT RELIGIOUS EXCITEMENT. 

PANAMA, May 21.—The Star and Heruld 
gives the following occountof a conflict at 
Leon, in Nicaragua, between Jesuits and 
Government troops, ending ina decree ex- 
pelling the Jesuits from the Republic: Leon 
is the seat of the Instituto de Occidente, and 
is essentially under the dominion spiritually 
of the Jesuits.

Cameron is a young man, being less than 40 
years old. He is a journalist, an effective 
public speaker, and is exceedingly popular 
among the younger men of Virginia. 

JOHN y. LEWIS, 

the nominee for Lieutenant-Governor, is a na- 
tive Virginian and a Republican. In 1869 he 
was elected Lieutenant-Goverfsior of the State 
on the Liberal ticket headed by Gilbert C. 
Walker. Afterward he was elected United 
States Senator, and served one term. He is 
now United States Marshal for the Western 
District of Virginia. Mr. Lewis’ nomination 
will be very acceptable to VirginiaR epublic- 
ans, and willin all probability secure their 
general support of the antizBourbon ticket. 
When the Convention, which adjourned at 1 
o’clock this morning amidst great disorder, 
caused by the unauthorized nomination of 
Gen. Mahone and ‘Capt. Reddleberger, as- 
sembled at 10 o’clock this forenoon it pro- 
ceeded promptly to business as soon as the 
name of Mahone had been withdrawn, with 
the explanation that its use was unauthor- 


ized. 
RIDDLEBERGER 
did not withdraw his own name until the 
roll had been called, showing that only the 
delegates from his own county had voted for 
him. When Mahone’s name was sprung 
upon the Convention amidst the excite- 
ment which prevailed a few minutes 
before the adjournment early this morn- 
ing, it became immediately apparent that the 
partisans of all the candidates were ready to 
stampede and nominate him by acclamation. 
Such a result was prevented only by a pre- 
cipitate adjournment. Mahone declared 
that under no circumstances could he accept 
the nomination. With Riddleberger the 
case was different, It is believed that if his 
friends. had not been quite so fast they would 
have succeeded in earrying the Convention 
by storm. Their failure was undoubtedly a 
bitter aisappointment to Riddleberger. He 
appears to have fallen in the estimation of 
his party friends since yesterday morning. 
This afternoon, when he made a speech in 
opposition to the nomination of Lewis, 
HE WAS BARELY TOLERATED, 
and the only part of his remarks which elic- 
ited any applause was that in which he al- 
luded to the determination of the anti-Bour- 
bons to secure a free ballot and a fair count. 
It has been noticeable and significant 
throughout the proceedings of the Conven- 
tion that all allusions of this sort, or to the 
public schools, the impartial administration 
of the laws, and kindred subjects, have com- 
mended most hearty applause. There was, 
or course, much enthusiasm manifested in 
behalf of the various candidates, but this 
was tame compared with the outbursts 
of approval, which greeted every declaration of 
liberal and progressive political principies. It 
was also significant that the greatest applause 
which greeted the naming of any candidate was 
that which atiended the numination of Lewis. 
So hearty ana numerous were the 
EXPRESSIONS OF APPROVAL 
when his name was brought forward, and so im- 
patient were the delegates to vote for bim, that 
it was with the greatest difficulty that the friend 
of any other candidate could secure a hearing 
at all. and when the vote was taken it was prao- 
tically unanimous for Lewis. 

Blair. the candidate for Attorney-General, was 
nominated by acclamation. 

While the friends of the several candidates 
for the Gubernatorial nomination were exceed- 
ingly earnest and demonstrative in behalf of 
their favorits, the best of feeling prevailed gen- 
erally, and the result is received with hearty ac- 
quiescence by all. The fact is that the Anti- 
Bourbon party in Virginia is aggressive, har- 
monious, and united, and will go into the con- 
test determined to win. The ticket is a strong 
one, and its supporters contidently declare that 
it will be elected by a rousing majority. There 
seems to be little doubt that the ticket will re- 
ceive the general support of Republicans 
througho ut the State. 

THL PLATFORM 
is received on the whole with general satisfac- 
tion. While its utterances in regard to the 
State debt are open to just criticism in some 
respects, they are at Jeast positive and definit, 
and such as the Anti-Bourbons sturdily declare 
they mean in good faith to carry into effect. 
The terms offered are probably quite as liberal 
us any that the Bourbons will propose in the 
coming contest. Besides, the anti-Bourbons 
declare and show that their opponents, 
while ever ready to acknowledge all 


the indebtedness which the creditors of 
the State claim, have never been quite ready 
to liquidate, and have steadily neglected to pay 
a considerabie 8 of the interest upon 
it. On other subjects the platform enunciates 
liberal and progressive ideas, and proves that

THE GENTILE WINS. 
‘ THE CASE OF ALLEGED PURJURY 
which grew out of the marriage of Charies 
Young, a youthful Gentile, with Annie Masser, 
alittle Jewess of tender years, was examined 
by Justice Meech yesterday afternoon. Briefly 
the origin of the case was this: The Youngs 
and the Massers are neighbors on State street, 
near Harmon court, the Gentiles running a res- 
taurant, and the Jews runuing a saloon. A sou 
of the Young family, Charles, and a daughter of 
the Masser family, Aunie, were smittea with 
each other’s charms and determiued upon mar- 
riage. The Massers, being Jews, objected to a 
Gentile son-in-law; but Annie was resolved 
to marry Charies, so she ran away from 
home about tive weeks ago, and May 
23 was made Mrs. Charles Young, Justice Ham- 
mer performing the ceremony. When he pro- 
cured the marriage livense, Charles swore that 
Auuie was 14 years old, but ber mother declared 
her to be only 18, so she had the young groom 
arrested for perjury. 

At the examination yesterday Andrew Lund- 
burg, Deputy County-Clerk, was the first wit- 
ness. He stated that a man named Charlies 
Young had procured a license from him May 23, 
but witness could not identify the defendant as 
being the same man. 

The Court said that until the defendant was 
positively identified as the man who swore to 
the aſnda vit on which the license was procured 
the affidavit would not be admitted in evidence. 
Without the affidavit in evidence there could, of 
course, be no case of perjury made out. 

Justice Hammer wus sent for, but be was un- 
abie to single out in the crowd the man whom he 
had married to Annie Masser. 

Finally a mau named KR. G. Curtis, a friend of 
the Massers, testified that be had seen the de- 
fendant sign “some paper at the County 
Clerk's office on the day in question, witness 
having chanced to gu there at that time on busi- 
ness. Then the affidavit was admitted. 

The mother and father of the bride swore that 
she wus between 15 and 16 years oid, but could 
not stute what year she was born in.” And the 
complaint against the defendant alleged that he 
had taken the oath to the girl's age before Coun- 
ty-Clerk Klokke, whereas, acoording to the tes- 
timeny of Deputy Lundburg, it was the latter 
who had administered the oath.

THE WEST SIDE TUNNEL. 
USING IT FOR STREET-CAR PURPUSES. 

Superintendent Lake, of the West Division 
Railway Company, stated to a TRIBUNE re- 
porter yesterday that the Company would not 
fora moment think of withdrawing ali of its 
cars from the bridge, or even all of those run- 
uing on any one line, and taking them through 
the Washington street tannel, in case the latter 
were utilized, with the aidof the cable system, 
for street-car travel. In the first place, such a 
pian would be impraégticabile for the reason that 
it would result in @ continuous train of cars 
through the tunnel and endless confusion at 
both ends. Besides that, it would not 
do to compel ugers using the 
Van Buren street-cars, for instance, 
to go 80 far out of their way. Again, some peo- 
ple were prejudiced against the tunnel. and 
would rather walk across the bridges than ride 
through it. As patrous of the company, their 
wishes must be respected. 

For these several reasons, therefore, it would 
not do to withdraw street-car travel from the 
bridges altogether. His own idea was that the 
proposed use of the cable system in connection 
with the tunnel could only be practicable in case 
the company were allowed to run its cars by the 
cable system from Uaion Park down Washing- 
ton street, through the tunnel, and thence over 
to Michigan avenue. If that 
done, a large portion of the ca 
could be run into Wasbington street at the park, 
from which point they would be p lled by 
cable down and across the river and over to 
Michigan avenue. Any other pilan,—such, for 
instance, as turning the Madison and Randolph 
street cars into Fifth avenue to get to the tun- 
nel—would result in hopeless confusion and 
crowding in the busiest part of the city. It was 
bad enough at present at those c ings, but it 
would be even worse then. The Company had 
no fears, be said, that if it — the 
bridges entirely some other corporation might 
come in subsequentiy and secure the right of 
way across them. That was not its reason for 
refusing to run all its cars through the tunnel. 
The true reasons were those above stated As 
to what the Company would be willing to pay 
for the tunnel he did not know, but it certainly 
was not worth much to the city. If it were decided 
to utilize the tunnel, however, the Company 
would not think of renting it, but would buy it 
outright. The repairs, which would nardly ex- 
ceed a cost of $1,u00, would then be to its own 
property, and not that of somebody else, while 
the expense of introducing the cable system 
would make it no object to rent.

TILE-DRAINAGE. 


Its Value in the Prairie States—What 


Some Farmers Are Doing—Increase in 
the Manufacture of Tiles—A Ditching 
Machine Needed,

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribunc, 
Dwiear, III., June 2.—In answer to your 


inquiry as to what progress we are making 


in the science of tile-drainage, I send you a 
few facts which go to show that the drain- 
age of to-day is more of a question of ma- 


chine than of money, and that there is no 


finer field to-day for the inventor than a tile- 
machine which will combine economy of 
power and depth of ditch. 

The idea of the farmers of the East, that 
their manure-heap is their “bank,” applies 
with even greater force in the Prairie States 
to tlle-drainage, without which we have no 
certainty, when we sow or plant, what we 


shall reap. Unlike the East, our deep, rich soil 


lies so flat that, the clay underlying this rich 
loom preventing the surplus rainfall from 
going down, it can but slowly pass off,—al- 
ways more or less delaying work before we 
can get one crop in, and placing them in 
In brief, 
this one uncertainty (the only drawback to 
the great productiveness of the prairies) is 


so dire in its consequences that the heaviest 
dealers in grain seek in a measure to protect 


themselves by procuring the earliest infor- 
mation with regard to the condition of the 


crops.

Sherman, because it assumes the assault 
was ordered without deliberation and with 
chances of success too remote to justify the 
risk. 

The following statement is offered in the 
belief that it will throw further light on that 
affair, and will demonstrate that the Rebel 
lines could and should have been broken 
that day: The Third Brigade, Second Di- 
vision, Fourth Army Corps, Brig.-Gen. 
Charles G. Harker commanding, was one of 
the brigades selected by Gen. Thomas to as- 
sault the line in nis front. The morning of 
the 27th five regiments of this brigade, leay- 
ing the remainder to oceupv the line they 
had been holding, moved about a half mile 
to the right, marching just inside our line of 
breastwarks, and halted at the point where 
their assault was to be made. Gen. Harker 
then called up his regimental commanders 


and gave them their instructions. Returning. 


to their regiments they called together 
their company commanders and informed 
them what was te be done, and these in turn 
communicated the news to their respective 
companies. This was the first intimation of 
the work in hand, They were informed that 
as soon as they broke the line in front they 
would be relieved by other troops all ready 
to advance, who would then take up the 
fight. The One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
Ouio was deployed as skirmishers to carry 
the Rebel picket-line,—a difficult and bloody 
task, as the picket-posts were strongly in- 
trenched. The main column was composed 
of the Fifty-first and Twenty-seventh III 
nois, Sixty-ifth and Sixty-fourth Ohio, in the 
order named,—all veteran regiments, whose 
valor had been proved on many fields. Each 
regiment counted off into eight equal com- 
panies, and formed column doubled on 
centre, closed in mass. The column, as it 
stood ready to be hurled against the Rebel 
line, had a front of two companies and 
a depth of sixteen lines of battle. These 
preliminary arrangements oceupied but 
a few minutes, and the order was given to 
advance. The firing opened up ee idm f at 
once with the attack of the One Hundred 
and Twenty-fifth on the picket line. 

Unfortanately .the main column was 
formed just inside our own line of works, 
without any other Span for getting out- 
side than by scrambling over as best it could. 
Here was a line of breastworks with a per- 
pendicular face towards the column nearly 
as high as a man’s head, and each soldier 
was loaded with a gun, knapsack, haver- 
sack containing three davs’ rations, canteen 
tilled with water, cartridge-box with forty 
rounds, and twenty rounds of extra ammu- 
nition in his pockets. It will be understood 
it was no easy task to surmount this ob- 
stacle. Each division of the column had to 
wait until every other division preceding it 
had got over before it could commence to 
get over. 

The heads of the column having cleared 
this line, instead of moving out a short dis- 
tance and halting until whole column 
was over and formed outside, moved directly to 
the assault. It was porhaps four or five hundred 
yards from our vwn to the Rebel line. The in- 
tervening space was heavily timbered, There 
was not enough underbresh to offer any serious 
obstacle to the advan of a column. The 
ground descended with an easy slope from our 
line to a small stream, across which a man might 
leup, and ascended beyond this stream at first 
gradually and thea more abruptly to nearly the 
top of the hill. The Rebel line was back 
twenty-iive or thirty yards from the crest of 
this abrupt ascent, nd rose very 
little inthe interval. It was a single line of 

rthwork. There wus no ditch on the outside, 
the earth used in its construction being taken 
from the ditch on the inside, so that the depth 
of this inner ditch furmed a part of the hight of 
the work. Outwardly it was an epibankwent 
of earth up which a man might run 
and jump down inside without scarcely pausing 
in bis career.

ANTI-JEWISH RIOT. 


A Bussian Anti-Jewish Version of the 
Affair—Stranuge Scenes for the Nine- 
teenth Century. 


St. Petersburg Novoe Vremya. 

In the City of Elisavetgrad, in the Prov- 
ince of Kherson, the Hebrew element pre- 
dominates in everything; the land trade, in- 
dustry, and the city Administration are all in 
the hands of the Jews. ‘The means by which 
these get the better of the orthodox Russians 
are very obnoxious to the latter. Cheating 
the ignorant peasants, extortion of exorbi- 
tant interest on money lent, false bank- 
ruptey and the like, are freely resorted to. 
The Jewish usurers commonly demand 4 
and 5 per cent per month. There are many 
instances in which the usurers, beginning 
with 1,000 rubles, in five years have amassed 
20,000 or 30,000 rubles. It had come to such 
a pass that the Russians could not buy or 
sell anything without Jewish middle 


men. The richer the Jews grew 
the poorer became the orthodox popu- 
lation. Now the rich and  wuned- 
ucated Jews are arrogant and spiteful. The 
Russians can live peaceably side by side with 
the Pagan Tartars, the Protestant Germans 
and Fins, and the Cathglic Poles, but they 
cannot endure the tricks of the Jews, which, 
however, always have some color of legal- 
ity. The hate of the populace toward their 
Jewish oppressors has n inten 
needed only a vent to become horribly tur- 
bulent. It is a well-known fact that Russian 
workmen drink heavily during Easter week, 
and when drunk and idle they cannot con- 
trol their feelings. Having in view the great 
anti-Jewish riot in Odessa in 18 which 
2 — on the Easter days, the authorities 
of Elisavetgrad invited some military com- 
panies to codperate with the police in pre- 
serving order. During the first three days of 
Easter week there was no disturbance. De- 
tachments of Hussars rode about through all 
the streets. Though it was not a holiday of 
the Jews, large groups of them were seen 
everywhere in the city. Lew jeered and 
mocked every yrange 1 age y. 

** See here, they would shou 
the Hussars, “ we have ordered 
order to whip you moujiks!” 

The angry peasants cursed the unbaptized 
loafers, and showed their fists. In view of 
the mourning for the Czar the city authorities 
had forbidden the swings, booths, and other 
public amusements which the Russian work- 
men are wont to enjoy during Easter. This 
gave the Jews anther opportunity to irritate 
the Russians. * Where are your swings?” 
they cried. *“* We have bought them!” The 

asants, ignorant of the real cause, believed 

t was on account of some Jewish trick that 

they were not allowed their usual amuse- 
ments, and this greatly ungered them. In a 
Jewish whisky shop a drunken workman 
had been much annoyed by the Jews. He 
shoated for ep Two Russian mercliants 
took his part. fight ensued. A Jew drew 
out his pistol and firedet a Russian. At the 
report of the shot a crowd of the orthodox 
and Hebrews gathered, and the riot began. 

On the first day of the riot, April 3, a gen- 
eral fight took place in the Jewish market. 
Soon al? the Jewish shops and stores of 
every description were broken into and 
the goods destroyed. In a synagog near 
by a large number of Jews offered a des- 
perate resistance. ‘They fired several 
shots out of the windows, and the enraged 
Russians took the synagog by storm. We 
have taken Pievna!”’ yshouted. Many 
persons were stabbed, shot, or otherwise 
wounded on both sides. Several were sent 
to the hospital in a dying state. The disturb- 
ance spread all over the city. The mob of 
Russian mechanics began to break win- 
dows and doors of the Jewish houses and to 
destroy everything found within. Pianos 
mirro bureaus, bedsteads, tables and 
chairs, 5 every kind, they threw 
out into the street. Fine carpets, rich fur: 
dresses, and blankets were torn in smal 

leces. The deep mud of the streets was 
hidden in a moment under the large heaps 
of goods broken, torn, and demolished. The 
feather beddings were emptied; the down 
from the pillows flew about air, suggest- 
ing a snéw-storm. Barrels of vodka and bot- 
tles ot wine were broken and drunken, or 
poured out into the street. An indescriba- 
able tumult raged. A hearty cheer was 
heard whenever some new bills of exchange 
were discovered and torn. While men 
were destroying the things belonging to the 
Jews, the poor women appeared on the scene, 
and stealing began on a large scale. One 
could see continuous lugging off of sugar, 
candles, dry goods, shoes, furniture, candles, 
cloths, and so on. In the ready-made cloth- 
ing stores many a man could be seen chang- 
ing his old and worn-out apparel for new; 
some men put on two or three suits, one over 
the other. ‘The large dirty market-place was 
literally covered with rich carpets, velvet, 
silk, and other stuffs, and such of the ma- 
terial as could not be torn up was profusely 
covered with tar. Samovars were thrown 
everywhere, like balls. Paper money was 
either torn up or keted. ge groups of 

rsons, partly irritated and partly good- 

1umored, moved from one house to another, 
destroying propefty. The houses of the or- 
thodox, marked either with crosses or 
holy images 4 in the windows, were 
lett untouched. Undoubtedly many a Jew- 
ish house esca destruction by being 
marked with a cross. The populace de- 
sired only to destroy the property of the 
Jews, not to injure the Jews themselves. 
Many Christian houses were filled with Jews, 
and the mob, though aware of the fact, left 
them unnoticed. Many Russians conducted 
little Jewish children to safe places. In one 
bouse the crowd noticed a picture of the late 
Czar. “Stop, brothers,” somebody shouted ; 
et us take that pictureaway, and then——.

on record where the removal of a part of the 
human stomach, with a tumor and its roots 
attached, has been successful. John A. Kas- 
son, United States Minister to Austria, has 
sent to the Tribune the report which Prof. 
Biliroth made on the case. In it he says: 

“ The removal of the frequently occurring 
carcinoma of the stomach, against which all 
internal remedies have been applied in vain, 
by the aid of surgery, has long been the sub- 
ject of debate. Seventy years ago a young 
physician, Karl Theodore Merrem, published 
a pamphiet in which he demonstrated by 
experiments made upon three dogs, two of 
which survived the operation, that it was 
possible to cut out the pylorus and to join 
the duodenum with the stomach. He went 
even so far as to propose this operation in 
cases of human beings suffering with incura- 
ble carcinoma of the pylorus. In those days 
the conviction that the processes of life, their 
interruption and their equalization, were es- 
sentially the same in the human body and 
that of animals, had not obtained safticient- 
ly, nor had the operative technique advanced 
far enough, to cause the significance of these 
experiments to be fully appreciated and 
to render the application of the 
physiological result upon the human 
body possible. The, best surgeons of 
France, England, and Germany have in 
the course of this century discussed the best 
methods of joining wounds of the stomach 
and the intestines. Since the discovery by 
Lembert of the only true principle upon 
which the operation can be carried out suc- 
cessfully, satisfactory results became of more 
frequent occurrence. But the excision of 
diseased parts of the intestines was not at- 
tempted until about ten years ago. In 1871 1 
demonstrated the possibility of cutting out 
sections of the esophagus in large dogs, and 
that the wound healed leaving the wsophagus 
slightly contracted but easily to be dilated. 
Czerny was the first to carry out this opera- 
tion successfully upon a human being. His 
experiments to extirpate the larynx led to 
my successfully removing a human larynx 
obstructed by a cancerous growth. In 1877 I 
succeeded in performing the operation of 
gasteroraphy, which proved that no anxiety 
need be entertained as to the gastric juices of 
the stomach interfering with the scar tissue 
so as to pring about its solution. 

“ T have stated this for the benefit of those 
who are of the opinion that my operation is a 
reckless experiment on a human life. Such 
an opinion cannot be entertained for one min- 
ute. The operation of cutting out parts of the 
human stomach has, like any other new opera- 
tion, been prepared anatomic-physiologicaliy 
and technicaily by myself and my assistants. 
Every surgeon having any experience in experi- 
ments on animais, and similar operations 
upon the human body, arrives at the con- 
clusion that this operation must and will 
succeed. Peun, ris surgeon, was of the 
same opinion. He attempted the removal of a 
enncerous phylorus. about six centimeters in di- 
ameter, in the case of a patient very much re- 
duved by suffering and who died four days after 
the operation. His method of operating, and es- 
peciuily his choice of ca t as sewing material. 
did not seem to me u one. He has not at- 
tempted torepeat the operation, so far as I 
know, and no other surgeon has ventured to 
undertake this by no means easy task. 

The few cases which came under my notice 
in the course «f the past year did not seem to me 
to be proper ones for a first operation of this 
kind. It was only recently that the case of a 
woman was presented to me where the diagnosis 
of a cancerous pylorus was certain. After a few 
days of observation, the patient assenting, I 
made up my mind to undertake the operation. 
The woman, about 43 years ot age, mother 
of eight children, was taken sick—very suddenly 
it would seem—in October, 1880, with vomiting. 
The symptoms of cancer of the stomach with 
stenocis of the pylorus soon showed themselves. 
The only thing she wus able to retain for any 
leugth of time was sour miik. The preparations

THEIR OWN MAGNIFICENT RIVER, 

The Rhine is, to be sure, very beautiful in 
some places; but those places are very few 
and very far between,” while the greater 
part of the course of that stream is as tame 
and as uninteresting as it is possible fora 
river to be. It hardly pays the tourist 
to go thousands of miles to see “the 
castled crags of Drachenfels,“ or the frown- 
ing fortress of Ehrenbreistein, when to 
reach such charming spots he will, if he 
goes on a Rhine steamer, have to travel 
hundreds of miles through a country utterly 
devoid of scenic charms. The fact is, that 
the Upper Mississippi is too near Chicago, 
and costs too little to see it. If it were in 
Europe, or even at the other side of the 
American Continent, hundreds of our rich 
and fashionabie folk would spend heaps of 
money in going to see it, and would think it 
as necessary to “do” the Mississippi as to 
“do” the Rhine. Tis distance lends en- 
chantment to the view”; and, although the 
neglected Father of Waters is seldom visited 
by tourists, and spreads its wondrous beau- 
ties almost unknown and entirely unsung, the 
fact detracts nothing from its charms, and 
we must only hope that future generationsof 
Chicagoans and other Northwesterners will 
learn to appreciate the beauties of this mag- 
nificent river. 

The geologist will find the Upper Missis- 
sippi well worth a visit. In no other part of 
the globe, perhaps, is the 

WONDROUS POWER OF RUNNING WATER 
so clearly shown; and it would seem that the 
history of the physical geography of a large 
portion of this Continent is revealed by 
studying this river. 1 donot pretend to 
much knowledge, either of geology or phys- 
ical geography; but it always seemed to me 
unaccountable that more has not been writ- 
ten by scientific men about the physical geog- 
raphy of the centre of this Continent, as re- 
vealed by the upper courses of the Mississippi 
and Missouri Rivers. It would be interest- 
ing to know what theories have been formed 
as to what caused the decrease in the 
waters of both those streams,—for it 
seems evident that a great decrease 
must have taken place within a 
comparatively recent geographical period. 
The ranges of bluffs that begin a little below 
St. Paul extend to Quincy, and are traceable 
even below that point. They are from two 
to three miles apart, and in many places are 
450 feet above the level of the river. They 
were evidently formed by the river, for at 
their very summits they bear traces of the 
action of running water. The river seems to 
have cut its way through them,—the land on 
each side being generally on a level with the 
tops of the bluffs. The fact that evident traces 
of the action of rann water are found on 
the rocks at the tops of bluffs which are two 
miles apart, and 400 feet over the river at 
high water, tells of an amount of water con- 
tained in the river at some period in the past 
compared with which even the mighty ood 
0 Amazon would only a rill. 
What became of ail this water: where has it 
gone to? This isa question which some of 
our scientific men should try te answer. 

However such guestions may trouble the 
scientific man, the ordinary mortal finds 
nothing but pleasure in gazing at 

THE SCENERY OF THE UPPER MISSISSIPPI. 
There is a freshness and a wildnessin it im- 
possible to meet in the river-scenery of any 
other civilized or populous country, Crum- 
bling castles and ivy-covered towers are ail 
very interesting and very charming in. their 
way; but, to my mind, primeval forests and 
reen hills are vastly more pleasing adjuncts 
river-scenery, of these there is indeed 
an abundance on the Mississippi. It must be 
so always, for the rugged —— of the 
river can never be cultivated; and, no 
matter how populous and prosaic the 
Northwest may because, the Mississippi 
will ever retain its charm of primeval wiid- 
ness. There are very many large and flour- 


‘ishing tewns on its banks; but they are gen- 


erally nestled in valleys between the biaffs, 
so that they are ont of sight until one is at 
their very wharves: half a mile up or down 
stream they are as invisible as if they never 
existed, and all is as wild natural as 
when the tiny canoe of the red man was the 
only craft to be seen on these mighty 


waters. 
It would be hard to say 
WHAT TIME OF YEAR 


is the best to see the Upper Mississipp|. Some 
like to see 1t in the summer, when everything 
is green; others prefer the fali of the year, 
when the woods are in their autumn-gar- 
ments, and when every biuff and every 
island is a blaze of golden leaves. Most peo- 
ple prefer the early summer; they are 
probably right, for the woods are then a 
mass of the loveliest u, and the water is 
high.

Unfortu- 
natety, no one living, S has ever had an 
opportunity of enjoying it; but. by drawiag on 
the imagination, one can easily conceive how 
delightful it must be. 

AN EASTERN DRUMMER 
had beard some friends descauting on the glo- 
ries of the river-scenery; and, as he soon after 
bad an opportunity to go West, for the house 
represented, he determined to work the river- 
towns by boat. He commenced at Quincy on 
the Ist of June, but had not got to LaCrosse un- 
tilafterthe 4th of July. It appears that his 
employers wrote him that, atly 
appreciated his glowing descripti 
sippi River scenery, bis orders bore hardly any 
proportion to the length of time be remained iu 
each town; and they requested him to bear in 
miud that he had been sent out to sell goods and 
not to doscribe the Mississippi, and either to 
avoid traveling by steamboats or consider him- 
self on the lookout for another situation. No 
more river for that drummer, 

There are boats on the Hudson River that av- 
erage very nearly twenty miles an hour; the 
carry only passengers, and yet they pay well. 
Why cannot such boats be built for Upper 
Mississippi? If they are built as they shovid 
be, thore would be no difficulty as to shallow 
water. There is never less than eighteen 
inches or two feet of water on the shailowest 
bars up to St. Paul. This depth of water is hard- 
ly enough for freight-boate; but any river-man 
will admit that a boat capable of carrying 20 

ners can float in eighteen inches of water. 

os, there are not very many places on the 
river where there is only .cighteen inches of 
water; and there are only some years when the 
water becomes so shallow as that. At present 
the passenger-traffic is down to a very low ebb 
indeed. No one thinks of traveling by boat that 
can possibly go by train. The siowness of the

AS THEIR IRREGULARITY. 
Sometimes there will be four or five boats at the 
same piace together; and then they will vanisno 
compietely tor a week, and no ove but the Lord 
and their Captains will know where they are. 
The boats of opposition lines dodge one another 
for freight. If a Captain knows of a large lot of 
freight ius town thirty or forty miles away, be 
will “ go for it.“ and perhaps not cail at all the 
intermediate places, and leave alot of hapless 
passengers waiting and swearing. This is done 
— 2 an opposinon boat gobbling the 
rwigut. 
In fact, steamboat-traveling on the Upper 
ississippi has become thoroughly demoralized, 
wants to be improved. Every arrangement 
on the boats seems to réquire improvement. 
Twenty years ago the passengers were better 
treated; even the deckhands were not used so 
roughly as at present. The deckhands are now 
mostly colored men; and, however well paid 
they may be, they ure often shamefully treated 
in many ways. It is a great curiosity to see 
them eat. Their food is generally good, and 
they get plenty of n: but they have to eat it in 
a very primitive fashion: they have neither ta- 
bies or chairs, and have consequently to squat 
on the deck. Their food, while generally pien- 
tiful, is often heterogeneous io quality, espe- 
cially when there are a good many passengers, 
for the deck-hands then help to eat up the 
broken victuals, and probably do not object to 
do so. The food is served to them without any 
regard to courses. Very often a negro may be 
seen making an attack on an immense dish con- 
taining beef, pork, eggs. Paes. pudding. blauo- 
mange, and stirabout, jumbled toge ther. 
But having to eat broken victuais is a very small 
art of the woes of poor darky deck-hands on 
ard Mississippi steamboats. The great and 
crying eo ir treatment is 
NOT HAVING ANY PLACE TO SLEEP. 


They lie about stretcbed wherever they find any- 
thing soft. Some few, but very few, have bunks, 
which are hardly any ter to them at ail. 
When one thinks of how little it would cost to 
rig up forty or ~ comfortable berths on each 
side of the vessel, he feels indignation against 
steamboats in general. It never will be known 
bow many unfortunate negrues have been killed 
by not baving any place to sleep on board these 
river-boats. It is high time for the Government 
to do something abovt this matter, and to com- 
pel owners of boats to provide proper piaces for 
their deck-hands tosicep in. It may be said 
that the Government has no right to meddie in 
such matters. But why not? ave we not laws 
regulating the employment of young ig in 
factories,—laws that attempt to regulate, if not 
our diet, at least our drink? Surely it would not 
be a straining of legislative power, to compel 
steamboat owners to provide a wholésome place 
for their employés to sleep in, just as they are 
sup to provide them with wholesome 
victuals.

CIAO, June L—in your paper of May 2% I 
notice a report in regard to my action wulle 
aboard the yacht Viking. Your correspondent 
sees fit to cali my action an act of insubordina- 
tion on the part of one of the officers. Now, this 
I wish to contradict as totally false. I was hired 
by the owner of the yacht to act as 
pilot from Montreal to Chicago, and was 
to hold the same position after her arrival at 
Caicago, which position I think I am fully capa- 
bie of filling. I was told to join the yacht at 
Greenport, and act as Mate from there to Mont- 
real. When we reached the latter place my 
position was to be that of pilot, and act as 
such I certainly should have had comm of 
the vessel's movements, but Capt. Merrill 
thought otherwise, and wished to lay all the 
courses. This 1 did not want bim to do, for if 
anyth happened to the yacht after passing 
Montreal I would have received all the blame. 
which would be perfectly just and proper if I 
was allowed to fill the won of pilot; but when 
Capt. Merrill attempfed to take charge of 
yacat’s movements in waters he bad never 
seen before, holding the position of pilot, I felt 
justified in acting as I did. All statements made 
in your paper in retation to. my us profane 
language, abusing and defying the ptain, I 
denounce as —— | false; also the 
statement that I showed myselt unfamiliar with 
Lake Ontario. I can prove that the yacht came 
up as far as Port Dalhousie on my courses 
under my instructions, and went into Port Dal- 
housie under my instructions.

I cun- 
sider myself perfectly competent to act as pilot 
ou said lake, and those who know me will not state 
otherwise.
